Miners’ leaders and the 
National Coal . Board are to 
meet face to facd today for the 
first time since {he “rolling 
strike" started nearly cleven 
weeks ago. But the prospects of 
an carly settlement Iook remote. 

Mr Arthur Scargill, president 
of the Naiional Union of 
Mineworkers. last right re- 
affirmed his position that the 
board must withdraw its plan to 
shut 20 pits with the loss of 
20.000 jobs before the union 
orders a relUrm t0 work. 

The coal board is also 
slicking 1o ils guns, insisting 
that the meeting will review 
“the overall commercial aspecls 
of the coal industry at the 
present moment". This would 
involve union recognition of 
the nced 1o close down “unec- 
onamic” capacitt. 

The way for talks was cicared 
when Kent mincrs’ leaders 
agreed 1o withdraw ihe token 
picket they have becn mounting 
outside Hobart House. the 
boards London headquarters. So 
that the urion’s execviive could 
take up a khnga-sianding invi- 
talıon to meet the board, 

This meeting is ã scheduled 
discussion normaily held every’ 
six months. Coal board officials 
did not expect the nuinirs 10 
turn up, uut {he routine 
consultalive uathering has 1aken 
on a powerful new: sigriflcance. 

Mr Scargill said the union 
was prepared Ww allend the 
Hobart House conference, bul 
he added: “We shall te 
demanding that the NCB 
withiraw from the pit closure 
programme.” This was the only 
way the dispute could be 
resolved. “That is, frankly, the 
only thing we want lo discuss.” 

Coal board managers are not 
confident about the lalks. But 
1he board wants to lest whether 
the public rhetoric of Mir 
Seargill is matched by the 
private bargaining of his 24 
man execulive,

The Soyier Union has ex- 
peed the head of security at 
the British Embassy in Mos- 
cow, apparently in retaliatior 
for the expulsion of a Soviet 
diplomat and suspected KGB 
general from London. 

The two expulsions appear 
to link together the death in 
Moscow of the British barker 
Dennis Skinner and the ex- 
posure of the MIS spy Michael 
Bettaney in a tangled web of 
espionage. 

Mr John Burnett, First 
Secretary at the British Em- 
bassy în Moscow and respon- 
sible for security, was ordered 
on Monday to leave Russia 
within seven days. Mr Burnett, 
seconded from the Ministry of 
Defence, testified last week at 
the inquest in Croydon into the 
death of Mr Skinner, who fell 
from his eleventh-floor flat. 

The man expelled from 
Landon was Arkadi Vasilye- 
vich Gouk, First Secretary at 
the Soviet Embassy and a KGB 
officer. Mir Gouk, was singled 
out by Bettaney as a suitable 
contact for receiving top-secret 


information about MISS 
assessment of KGB activity în 
Britain. 


For reasons still unex- 
plained, MIS became aware 
Bettaney was spying and 
arrested him last year before he 
had done much damage. Betta- 
mey was sentenced last month 
at the Central Criminal Court 
to 23 years ir prison. It was 
suggested then that Mr Skm- 
ner, who said he had identified 
a spy in the British security 
forces, may have played-a. part 
in exposing Bettaney. 

The announcement of the 
expulsions was made simul- 
taneously yesterday by the 
Foreign Office and the British 
Embassy in Moscow. It seems 
that the Government had [ttle 
intention of announcing Mr 
Gouk'’s expulsion orn May 14, 
and was only forced to by the 
Soviet decision to order out Mr 
Burnett. 

Sir Jain Sutherland, the 
British Ambassador, was 
summoned (o the Soviet 
Foreign Ministry on Monday 
and told by Mir Vladimir 
Susloy, head of the second 
European department, that bir 
Burnett must be withdrawn by 
Sunday. Sir Jain protested 
strongly against this “totally 
unjustified move agaiust a 
member of the embassy”.

More than 2,200 workers in

Another 440 jobs will go with 
closure of the Leeds bus and 
coach plant. 
MPs wil! debate tbe closure 
plans today. Workers at Bath- 
gate - which has been under 
threat for months ~— were 
reported to have begun a sit-in 
last night. 

The closures were confirmed 
in a Commons statement by Mr 
Norman Tebbirt, Secretary of 
State for Trade and Industry, 
overshadowing his simul 
taneous announcement that the 
privatization of Jaguar Cars will 
go ahead, as expected, lhis year. 

Mr Tebbit confirmed that the 
whole of Jaguar's share capital 
will be sold to investors on the 
stock market. despite BL's 
earlier campaign to retain a 25 
per cen1 minorily stake in its 
now highly profitable specialist 
car subsidiary, The flotation 
could be as early as July and is 
expected 10 raıse between 
£250m and £300m. 

The Jaguar selloff and the 
Bathgate closure are integral 
features of the 1984 corporate 
plan which BLs board orig- 
inally submited to the Goverm- 
menl last year.

What liaison is there between 
govemment departments, especially 
the Department of Education and 
Science, in regard 10 making 
teachers more aware of the high 
increase in schoolchildren now 
taking these drugs?

Should new religious groups.

Mir Cottrell, Conservative 
MEP for Bristol, has been 
studying thé Unification 
Church (the Mioonies) and the 
Children of God for the past 
two and a half years, "What we 
are concerned with is the whole 
sorry chapter of human misery 
which bas resulted from the 
pracice of certain organiza- 
tions," be salid. “Jt is a 
miserable catalogue : 

™It involves such revolting 
things as prostitution as a lure 
for both recruits and money, 
sexual abuse of children, 
coercion, mind-bending, brain- 
washing, the exhortation of 
recruits from these movements, 
which have a hungry appetite 
for money, to break the law at 
every opportunity.”

Salvador trial tests 
America’s policy

The long-awaited trial is due 
to begın today of five former 
National Guardsmen accused of 
killing four American church- 
women three and a half years 
ağ0. 

Investigations by the US 
Govermmenli have concluded 
1hat the men are unquestion- 
ably guiliy. But in a couniry 
where members of the armed 
forces are rarely trıcd. much less 
convıcled. for murder, the 
outcome of the trial is being 
vıewed as a barometer of the 
changes American pressure 1S 
supposedly bringing 10 bear on 
human nghts. the armed forces 
and the legal sysiem ın El 
Salvador. 

A Judge's report in December 
1983. commissioned by ihe 
Amerıcan Slale Deparment 
concluded thai the five Guards- 
men "committed the crime and 
the evıdence of their guilt ıs 
overwhelming”. 

Accordıng to lhe prosecution 
evidence. 1he five defendants 
iniercepled the churchwomen, 
three nuns and one lay mişsion- 
ary, on December 2, 1980 on 
1heir way from El Salvador’s 
ınternational airport to San 
Salvador, suspecting 1hem of 
beıng “subversives". Having 
first changed into civilian 
clothes. the Guardsmen 
clımbed into lhe women’s van 
and drove off. 

One of the five, Carlos 
Joaqum Palacios, has already 
confessed hıs guilt. He has said 
that he and his fellow defend- 
ants al today’s trial were 
ordered by Sub-Sergeant Luis 
Colindres, also a defendant, to 
halt the van, take the women 
oul sexually abuse them and 
1hen execute them.

It is a vague sort of definition but 
any more precise analysis of the 
Wall presence is hard to come by.

¥ most recent 
Job. for the last 
lwo and a half 
ycars, has been 
lo be chairman 
of 1he Royal 
Commission on Gambling. It 
has proved 1o be a most 
arduous and complicated job. 
Not being a gambler aod never 
having been to a race-meeting 
or casino. there was much for 
me to lcam. Napoleon. I think. 
sad we were a nation of 
shopkeepers. A nation of 
gamblers would be more appro- 
priate. for reasons I shall now 
ıustify. The percentage of our 
adulı population that gambles 
some lime or other is about the 
same as lhe percentage of adults 
who cngage in sexual inter- 
vourse., Thal, of course, is the 
statisti whith I thought some 
af you mighı remember for a 
few moments. Bul lherc is more 
or worse to come. In the 
caleidar year 1977, the amount 
of moncy we staked on our 
various forms of gambling was a 


little less, about 10 per cent I 
think. than the Chancellor's 
recenlly announced Public Sec- 
tor Borrowing Requirement. Of 
course once must treal the 
slalistic “money staked’ with 
caution. 1t is not the amount of 
money /ost by gamblers, which 
is abou1 l1 per cent of the 
money staked. though. as you 
all know. HM Customs and 
Excise lakers 74% of all money 
stakvd off course on horse and 
dog racing. 

In a survey of the whole. 
rather monstrous. spectrum of 
gambling in the United King- 
dom. 1wo sorts have struck me 
as being worthy of attention. 
The first is one-armed bandits 
or. as \hey are often called, fruit 
or jackpot machines, There are 
a vasl number of these in ıhe 
country and the punter gets a 
lousy deal from them, although 
he docs not realize it. A one- 
armed bandit has to have a 
notice art it saying how much of 
1he money put in is returncd lo 
ihe players. Not a single one of 


these notices is truthful, but that 
is parly the fault of the Gaming 
Board which does not under- 
sland clementary probabiliiy 
1heory. Moreover. there are 
several wavs of fixing a one- 
armed bandit so that it pays out 
less than it should, or some- 
times more for a very short 
time. followed by Jess, a 
procedure which stimulates 
play and therefore profits. We 
describe some of the ways of 
fixing one-armed bandits in our 
report, togclher. of course wilh 
recommendations for neutraliz- 
ing such activities.

An apple delight any day 


There was an apple pudding 
too which sounded quite mod- 
est from its description on the 
menu. But this was Roger 
Vergéê's two-star L'Amandier at 
Mougins on the Cête d'Azur so 
there was nothing self-effacing 
about puddings here. 

On an oval dinner plate came 
a hot, light individual apple pie 
made with the flimsiest puff 

and sliced relnelles 
which had been softened in 
caramel anf burner. Beside it 
was a bowl made of thin, sweet 
biscuit ard filled with a 
calvados flavoured ice. Under 
all ran a river of proper custard.

Reagan's record is prelly good. The 
economy is undergoing a strong 
recovery, inflation is low, unem- 
ployment is falling, most other 
indicators are curving upwards. 

In areas whcre ihe record is less 
bright. the Presiden has proved 
remarkably successful in distancing 
himself from the actions of his 
administration.

Why we 
still can’t 
dodge 
the hard 
choice 


The Opposition’s choice to debate 
cruise missiles in the House of 
Commons today is a waste of the 
scarce resources of public attention 
and parliamentary time. The mis- 
siles may be useful as totems, but 
they are subsidiary 1o the real 
questions 10 be asked about British 
defence policy. 

Those questions are not asked by 
CND or the Labour Party; the 
debate about the principle of the 
British nuclear programme cffec- 
tively ended with the last election. 
They werc last asked during Mr 
(now Sir) John Noit’s tenure at the 
Ministy of Defence. But the 
Falklands crisis put paid to rational 
discussion. 

Now the questions. and ihe tovgh 
choices they place beforc ministers, 
are being dodged. “Of course we 
have nal got a really serious defence 
policy", one of Whitehalls most 
dislinguished pensidners mused 
recenily. “We can all set out 
succinclly what the policy is. But it 
mcans very litle.” 


The pensioncr was Sir Frank 
Cooper, lately permanent under- 
secretary at the Ministry of Defence, 
talking before last week’s Defence 
Estimates. Yet anyone scanning the 
Estimates could be forgiven for 
bewildermenL No defence policy?

After five months of standing on the 
sidelines watching his Democratic 
opponents {caring each other to 
shreds, President Reagan formally 
opened his reelection campaign this 
week with the biggest single 
television advertising campaign in 
American election history. 

Over eight days the Reagan-Bush 
"84 campaign committee will be 
spending $2m {£1.39m) on screening 
seven advertisements in 27 regions 
across the country. Altogether the 
commercials will be seen 500 times 
during ihc week which, as Ed 
Rollins, the campaign manager 
pointed out, is half again as many as 
would normally be screened in the 
weck immediately preceding the 
presidential election in November. 

„ But although the Reagan reelec- 
tion campaign will bombard 
viewers with one of the biggest 
advertising blitzes ever seen in 
America. ihe message involves one 
of the "softest" sells that Madison 
Avenue could devise, 

Despite his reputation as “thc 
grcat communicator", President 
Reagan does not feature in any of 
the advertisements. His picture, 
nestled in an unîfurlcd American 
flag. appears only momentarily at 
the end of each spor almos1 as a 
sign-off trademark.

Frain the Dean af Durham 


Sir. The defence of Professor 
Jenkins offered by your Religious 
Affairs Correspondent (May 14) is 
timely and appropriate. Not only 
has he based his judgment on what 
the Bishop-designale actually said, 
rather than on newspaper reports: he 
has also articulated a long-standing 
Anglican freedom in the interpret 
alion of Scripture and the historic 
crt 

This freedom was most carefully 
examined and expressed in the 1938 
report entitled Doctrine in rhe 
Church ef England, which stated 
that “ihe Church should. . . recog- 
nişe as necessary lo 1he fulness of its 
own life the activity of those of its 
own members who carry forward the 
apprehension of 1ruih by freely 
testing and criticising its traditional 
doctrines”, 

The report also considered the 
position of an authorised teacher in 
the Church whose 1hecological 
opinions diverge, within limits, 
from traditional teaching. This 
possibility. too. is accepted. although 
the teacher is urged to distinguish 
the two with care and l0 avoid 
offending consciences “as far as 
possible". 

Those who are anxious 10 
discover whether Professor Jenkins's 
views do so diverge should read his 
considerable work, The Coniradic 
tion af Christianity. wilh ils amack 
on narrow intellectualism, its insist 
ence on the connexion between 
orthodoxy and right practice, and its 
grounding in Trinitarian theology. 

However. even more important 
than the question of an individual 
teachers privale but permissible 
opinions is the question of what 
Anglicans count as orthodoxy. I 
believe thal, making the important 
distinction btween truths of faith 
and their basis in history. Anglican 
profession and practice have this 
century come 10 recognise the 
essen{ial orthdoxy of those who 
confess the truth of the [Incarnation 
but are unable to affirm ax anina 
the historicity of the stories of 
Jesus's birth as we}l as of those who 
confess the truth of the Resurrection 


but are unable to affirm the 
historicity of the stories of the empty 
tomb. 


Whether I am righi or wrong in 
my belief, this is a matter which 
scems to call for public clarification. 
not lcast becausc of present COnVer- 
sations beıween Anglicans and 
others on the nature of authority in 
the Church.

Liverpool’s other crisis

Sir. The eyes of {he horticultural 
world are focused on Liverpool. The 
Garden Festival is a magnificent 
achievement. It has cost millions of 
pounds, and will draw milfions of 
visitors. 

Many of those visitors will seek 
oul 1he internationally famous 
Liverpool City Botanic Garden al 
Harthill, just lwo miles away. Here, 
the most extensive non-commercial 
glasshouse complex in the north of 
England houses one of the finest 
tropical plant collections in the 
couniry. notably orchids derived 
from five munificent bequests 1o the 
city. 

It is a tragic irony that just now a 
sad stale of decay is setting in at 
Harthill. The promise of sorely 
needed renovation of {he glass- 
houses was cancelled las1 year, afier 
a change in party political control of 
the city council, What are our 
foreign guesis to make of whole 
corridors roped off as unsafe anid 
plastic bags doing duly for broken 
panes even in the central hall? 

The situation is dismaying for the 
kecen and talented young curator, 
who with a sadly depleted staff 
sirives 10 preserve Liverpool's 
heritage. On enquiry I find that 
within the last few months, the 
deteriorating conditions at Harthill 
have resulted in more than 60 
species being lost to cultivation 
there. These include Brighamia 
cıtrina, a campanula from Hawaii 
which is on the endangered species 
list and is not included in any other 
collection in the Briuish Isles.

Do govemments never learn? The 
sheer ineptitude and chaotic mis- 
management involved in such a 
crude measure as a moratorium or 
retrospective cutting of budgets are 
too wel] known to need re-emphasis- 
ing. Mrs Thatcher came lo power as 
a radical leader committed to a 
break from old “stop-go™" muddles 
of previous governments. Such a 
blatant U-turn to her own capital 
spending policy of eighteen months 
ago would seriously dent 1be 
credibility of that commitment. 

On the more technical, but 
equally important, question of home 
improvement grant procedures, 


needs to be strengthened. This is not 
to say thal parental education is not 
very valuabje, too. 

The Government is surely right to 
agree to support legislation designed 
10 outlaw vigorously 1hose who 
deliberately sel] solvents 1o known 
abusers, buı this wil! probably not 
cure completely a growing and 
hideous problem.

Clearly. if Western governments, 
and particularly the United States, 
had really wanted 1o ensure thal 
Rauff was expelled to West Ger- 
many, there could have been enough 
sustained pressure on 1he junta for 
them to decide it was not worth 
allowing him refuge any longer. 


Instead of sob stories over Hess, it 
would be much better if govern- 
ments of the wartime Allied Powers 
remembered the pledge given at the 
time that once the war was over all 
those responsible for Nazi crimes 
against humanity would be brought 
to justice.

‘sieve’ may aid nuclear clean-up 


By Pearce Wright, Science Editor 


Those chemical sieves are 
formed from materials known 
as zeolites. and they were the 
subject of a meeting recently of 
the Society of Chemical 
Industry. 

The clèansing of radioactive 
wastes was only one of the 
important applications which 
were reported to the meeting 
for new developments in 
zeolites. 

The zeolites which hare 
creatvd sreat excitement hare 
been synthetic compaunds. But 
Dr Alan Dyer. of Salford 
University. and Mr John 
Dnyer. of the University of 
Manchester Institute of Sei 
ence and Technology, de- 
serihed how the first zeolites 
mere identified a5 products of 
nature in 1756. The first 
zeolite «as a mineral found in 
valcanic rock. and if nas given 
the name Stilbite. 

Many Otters were found, 
including specimens contained 
in sediments dredged {from the 
acean floor. Under the miçro- 
scape. mest af dihese had 


to reduce the amount of 
elements such as plutonium. 
caesium. _americium. and 


strontium flowing in the liquid 
effluent into the Irish sea. 

Those materials are among 
rhe compounds which are 
finding their way back to land 
in sediments brought by the 
tide, and in <easpray carried 
ar the wind. Siace a fraction of 
a gram of plutonium can cause 
cancer. and ûver a quarter of a 
tonne of the substance has 
been dispersed since Sellafield 
began operating, [here is 
anxiety about the material 
being concentrated in the food 
chain ar being carried back in 
aRy other way. 

Reduction of the long-lived 
radioactire elements in the 
waste dumped in the sea has 
presented a technical problem.

The 1984 Budget represemted 3 
minor revolution in Brilish tax 
policy.

The company can grant 
options to 1ilé directors and 
executives entirely at its dis- 
cretion: the scheme does nol 
have io be open to all. Each 
executive can receive options 
on shares worth up to four 
times his salary or £100,000 
whichever is the greater.

The inlaod Revenue rules do 
not fix a limit on the percentage

As tax efficient perks die out, 
a new and now highly lax-ef- 
ficient form of remuneration is 
making a comeback: the Execu- 
tive Share Scheme.

The IAAF requested the inquiry 
from the British Amateur Athletic 
Board, who passed it on to the 
Amatcur Athletic _ Association, 
which deals with English male 
athletes, the BAAB and AAA 
officials spent most of vesterday 
hiaming each other for doing 
nothing, while poor Smith was left 
to hear on Radio Mcrsey that his 
participation in next Monday's 
Olympic 10,000 metres Lnal at the 
United Kingdom championships in 
Cwmbran had also been put ir 
jeopardy by Nigel Cooper, the 
Board secretary. Cooper was acting 
ort the leticr from the IASF, staling 
ıhat Smith "by his own act had 
rendered himself inelegible”, The 
LIK championships are held under 
1AAF laws. so. in an extraordinary 
interpretalon of “guilty untill 
proved innocent”, Cooper decided 
thar Smith was ineligible. 

But after repealed attempis at 
eliciting clarification from AAA, the 
BASAB. and the IAAF by perplexed 
members of the media, John Holt. 
1he general secretary of he IAAF, 
instructed Cooper to permit Smith 
10 compete, “since we must give the 
athlete the benefit of the doubt”. 
Injustice had therefore been averled 
for the time being, and for once Zola 
Budd, who also competes aî 
Cwmbran this weekend, was pushed 
into the background. But consider- 
ing the questionable manoeuvres to 
accept Miss Budd as a British 
athlete, this threat t0 Smith by the 
BAAB is grossly hypocritical.
